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Georgia, a Soviet Socialist Republic, is located In. the 
Caucasus, irrith its eastern border on the Black Sea and Turkey, 

Its southern border on Armenia and its western border on Russian 
Azerbaijan. It comprises 26,865 square miles in area, with a 
total population in 1939 of 3,542,289.. . It is larger in population 
than either Armenia or Azerbaijan, although slightly smaller than 
the latter in area. Its capitol, Tiflis (Tbilisi) located in the 
southeast portion of the province has a population of 519,175. 

Until the beginning of the 19th Century, Georgia evidently 
maintained a kind of qua si- Independence, with its own king. The 
tensions arising from its position between Russia and- Turkey, led 
Georgia in 1801 to place Itself under the protection of the 
Russian Emperor. A good deal of autonomy was evlde.ntly allowed. 

It was permitted to retain its own language and to continue' its 
own culture. At the time of the overthrow of the Czarist Regime o 
in 1917 the Caucasus as a whole found itself out of sympathy 
with the purposes of the revolutionaries . Each of the three 
principal provinces in that area, Georgia, Armenia, and Azerbaijan, 
proclaimed themselves independent republics. The Republlcarl govern- 
ment of Georgia ensued in an atmosphere,' according to qualified 
•observers, of intrigue, graft, and Incompetence. Each of these 
Republics eventually came under Bolshevik control, Georgia the 
strongest being the last to succumb. The independent survival of 
the newly proclaimed Republics was short lived due to the failure 
to achieve an effective alliance, amongst themselves, principally 
because of territorial disputes, and in December 1922 under 
Russian influence and sponsorship they became a single Constituent 
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Republic kno^n as the Transcaucasian Goclallat Federal Soviet 
Republic • The Georgian Army attempted reels tence but without 
result and the Georgian Republican government fled to Ti>irkey# 

That government, v/hlch has been cl.aracterized as Menshevik, re- 
tained its organization and in 1 1* ^4 called from Turkey for another 
.uprising, in Georgia, This vras quickly suppressed by the Soviets, 
The adoption of a now Soviet Constitution on December 5, 1936, 
I'eplacing an earlier one of 1924, resulted in the splitting-up 
of this Transcaucasian Federation into the Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics of Georgia, Azerbaijan, and Armenia, 

Georgia has furnished a number of leaders to the Soviet 
Government, includinu. STA7.JN, and others in high administrative 
positions. Available evidence seems to Indicate that those who 
. remained In Georgia have accepted their political status, although 
etalgres and rdfugeez abroad, whose numbers Increased subsequent 
19C2 and 1924, continue their activities and intrig\:e for the 
restoration of Georgian independence. - - 

The Menshevlk^government continued its actl-yitios outside 
Oeorgla'y although its seat was eventually transferred tO;Paris, 
perhaps at the request of the Turks. .The following names of 
cabinet members^' comprising that government ore available:

One reason for the quick death of these committees was due 
to attacks on them by one Vlchael KEDIA, who was coming along 
fast. In the eyes of the Germans, in the leadership of the 
Georgian community. ?E)DTA had first become prominent when he was 
designated by ACHV'ETELI to report to the Germans on the Georgians 
in Paris. He later transferred the seat of his activities 
Berlin. Unification of Georgian activity had not been completed 
by 1943. The KEDIA organization was operating directly under the 
auspices of the SD, but there also existed a so-called- '^ Kaukasischo 
Vertrauenss telle u nd e ETEL I , which operated more or less 
under, the auspices of the ROSENBEEG X^lnistry. The conflict 
between these two groups was Ideological among other things, since 
FTEDIA’s organization made sqme attempts to secure a promise by the 
Germans that th^e constituent states of the Caucasus would be 
independent, whereas the ROSENBERG group promulgated the view. 
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\»hlch had to be accepted by those working with it, that the 

Caucasus should have only a provincial or colonial status, in 

1944 In order to unite the two organizations and, more Important, 

to bring about a unity of all Caucaslem,. organizations , the Germans

The Georgians seem to have been used by the Germans for a 
number of purposes, -^irst of all, they furnished recruits for - - 
fighting forces which the Germans were using under General /vLASSOV. 
VLASSOV, had organized a Free Russian army to fight with the 
Germans which Is reported to have had several hundred thousand 
volunteers In less than seven months. This army sought the In- 
dependence of the Caucasus and consequently was opposed by the 
ROSENBERG Ministry. A Georgian brigade was organized within the 
army, most of the survivors of which made their way into northern 
Italy after contriving to surrender to the /'nglo-Amer ican forces 
near the Austrian border. 

A second objective which the Germans had in organizing the 











C«orglanB was that of acquiring Intelligence. For this purpose, 
ITEDIA seems to have used, to a large extent, the old stamping 
ground of Turkey.. He made frequent trips to Turkey, travelling 
under the name of Wlchael FCHTFR. fairing one such visit he 
stayed with a Georgian named /djAH'T.I or ljA?IFT. I whose cover In 
Istanbul was a business deal -in manganese.

One. further function performed by the KEDIA. organization was 
that' of furnishing support and agents for the operation of the 
ZEFPELIti organization. This division of AVT . VI, known formerly 
as IavT Vl/c/ 4eppel in. was set up by the G erm ans to carry out / 
intelligence’ and sabotage missions In the Caucasus. The details 
of its operation are known only sketchily, but for the Georgians 
the leadership seems to have been In the hands of KEDIA, whose 
contact in AVT VI was d certalh^iFfJCET.ILAUrT . Among the German

have been identified. El isban^WATCKRADZE admits to having briefed 
pa ratroppers for sabotage and InTormation missions to the Caucasus 
area on behalf of ZEirELIN.

This camp may have been conf'lned to working with the Azerbaijanis.- 
Evidently certain ZEPPELIN activities were deslgned'^to take 
place at the front, during the German advance. | SIIfTIIEAGHVILI 
has said that he went to Russia in December of 1945 to be In the 
service of ^TCHAIVTCRAIVADZE who, he stated, was working with 
ZEPPELIN. The objective was evidently that of sabotage and in- 
telligence operations in front of the German Armies, particularly 
as they advanced Into the Caucasus. The operation showed no 
accomplishment for the Gennan retreat started soon after. SIND- 
JIKACTI\^ILI maintains that thereafter he and a certain^ZACHARIADZE 
engaged in helping Polish officers escape to Switzerland* 
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The leadership of the Georgian community by KT.DIA did not 
extend to all Georgians, sor.e of whom seemed to have worked In- 
dependently for the Germans and. others to have disputed the 
authority of KEDIA. Anong those who worked Independently for the 
Oermana.

:^DIVITRACKVILI ; This men was accused by |-Al.T.IASEVILl/and 
Laura IeAEJEELI {British wife of a Georgian refugee) of haying 
worked .for the, Gestapo in Berlin. DIMITRACEVILI is obviously in 
bad standing In the Georgian cotmnunity, charges of embezzlement 
and fad faith having been made against him. Els accusers state 
that he has been a spy of long stat’.ding, having worked successively 
for the French, the nusslans, and the Gestapo.

This soldier of fortune 
through the years worked, for the Gerr.ans and the Japanese as well 
as the French Deuxleme Bureau, He had been a member of the French 
Foreign Legion and returned to France after its occupation by the 
Corri:aj::s, He thereupon seems to have devoted his tice to fighting 
the position of KEDIA as leader of the Georgians. To prejudice 
KEDIA with the OeTm^ans, ODICHAFIA frequently denounced KEDIA as 
well as some of his associates, cither on the ground that they 
were working secretly for the Soviets or for the Allies. _ Thus 
ODICHAPTA denounced SINDJT^ACirV'ILT as being the bearer olT a 
mes2&x:e from the British Intel li.i'ence. Service to FTEDIA. Despite 
these . ef f orts , the prestige of KEDIA remained unimpaired, perhaps 
because of the full confidence given to liin; by nENGELHAUFT. 
ODICHARIA proceeded into anti-Maquis activities in France, and 
became wealthy through black market operations. Kis anti-Maquis 
activities, which consisted of forming a band of Georgians to

a certain fSADAThlERASCnlVILI, vas designed to establish a cloister 
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In Rom® under the wing of the Vatican which could be used as a 
tryetlng place and communications center for Oermon agents In 
Rome. The scheme fell through without having accomplished 
anything. There Is evidence that BASTLLIUS used the money fui*- 
nlshed him by the Germans for his own ends Instead of establishing 
the cloister. In addition, Father TARSCHNISVILI evidently came 
to regard the. "cloister" as his and objected to having iradlo com- 
niTinlcations centered there. There is one further puzzling piece 
of Information to the effect that the cloister, which existed 
physically although It was never In operation, was used by 
TiASILLIUS for hiding escaped Russian prisoners of war. There is 
no evidence whether this was due to BASILLIUS's sympathy for them 
or whether he regarded them as prospective recruits for his own 
operations. 

There Is nothing to indicate why German efforts with the 
Georgians should have been as futile as they Bcenlngly wore. 

It could conceivably be dpe to the fact that the Soviet Union so 
controlled Georgians, or so penetrated them, that thclr-^scheraes 
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'Were bound to fall* There is cotne evidence -the t KEDIA*a organiza- 
tion had been penetrated for tvo iricnbera of that organization, 
f TciiARTISCHVILl and Lieut. WlVANI, are non ivorking openly for the 
Russians in their Austrian^^^ne . The inefficiency may have been 
. due to the ineptitude of the Georgians themselves or their mutual 
jealousies and suspicions. The Georgian community abroad, like 
a number of expatriate groups, vere closely drairn together but 
rocked ^ith mutual Jealousies, accusations, and envy, and this 
may have led to an Inabllitv tx> acxonplish anything substantial 
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for the flcrmane. 

Even at this tine riutual recriminations continue, as evi- 
denced hy Allied Interrocati ona of Georgians, Thus DIMITP.ACWILI 
l5as denounced the rcl?, 0 Tflng members ofirtho Georgian coTimtunlty as 
having been German colloborators:

aald to be acting as a Soviet agent of the Repatriation Commission. 

Two other indlviduala who sirould be mentioned In this connection 
are Cerdlnai/'’ TISSE.RANT, who has written to the British vinlstry in 
Italy protesting th.at certain Georgians are .now bei.ng forced to 
return to USSR agalnet their will; and a certain Prl.ncess^ SF.APZy'iCUp 
whose, son was an OSS agent, and whom FEDIA is reported to have pro- 
tected in Berlin. Ellsbar VVATCHNADZE. claims to be a porticular 
friend of the Princess, who appare.ntly remained in Italy throughout 
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the War.
